{Will  you  allow  me  space  in  your  valuable 
paper  to  say  a few  words  about  our  work 
here  at  the  Second  Baptist  Churejh  of  Laur- 
el, Miss. f I enjoy  verjrj  much  reading  of 
the  good  work  that  is  being  done  in  ditfer- 
ent  part3  of  the  State,  and  while  I eqjoy 
reading  of  the  work  done  at  other  places,  I 
seldom  write  anything  about  our  work 
here,  yet  at  this  time  1 want  to  say  some 
things  about  the  work  done  here  this  year. 
I have  only  been  pastor  of  this  church  this 
year,  having  followed  Rey.  II.  R.  Holcomb, 
one  of  the  most  consecrated  young  preach- 
ers of  the  State,  who  did  such  a wonderful 
wyirk  while  hero  for  his  Master. 

,-But  I want  to  say  that  I have  found  a 
noble,  generous  people  who  are  willing  to 
d6  what  they  can,  and  I have  lallcn  very 
much  in  love  with  the  church  and  people 
here.  I have  never  asked  them  to  do  any- 
thing but  what  they  responded  nobly,  lib- 
erally and  willingly. 

Not  throwing  off  on  any  particular 
church,  but  all  churches  do  not  do  that. 
However,  the  fault  might  be  largely  with 
the  leader.  Previous  to  my  coming  this 
ehureh  had  a great  leader,  and  the  effect  of 
his  leadership  is  still  felt.  Takiug  every- 
thing into  consideration  I believe  this 
church  has  done  nobly,  not  because  1 ain 
pastor,  however,  but  as  I have  already 
stated,  because  the  people  have  a willing 
mind,  or  a good  number  have. 

The  work  is  very  heavy,  but  it  hi  a great 
pleasure  to  be  pastor  of  a church  like  this. 
There  are  over  six  hundred  members  and 
our  congregations  are  always  large.  We 
have  received  into  the  church  this  year 
about  forty  members,  and  that  ts  good, 
after  the  field  had  been  so  thoroughly 
gleaned  previous  to  ray  tfoming. 

Two  were  baptized  last  Sunday  night. 
Our  Sunday  School  is  doing  well  though 
not  as  largely  attended  as  it  was  three 
months  ago.  There  are  several  reasons  for 
this.  Our  Wednesday  night  prayer  meetings 
are  always  good,  and  largely  attended.  I 
believe  that  I have  seen  three  hundred 
people  and  more  out  to  our  mid-week  night 
prayer  meeting  and  that  is  excellent  in 
modern  days. 

Our  collections  have  been  good.  The 
church  has  raised  this  year  for  all  purposes 
over  seventeen  hundred  dollars.  Our  church 
house  has  had  enough  work  done  on  it  to 
make  it  look  like  a neyr  church.  It  has 
been  painted  on  the  outside,  and  nicely 
papered  on  the  inside,  both  the  auditorium 
abd  Sunday  School  rooms.  There  is  new 
carpet  on  the  floor.  Then  after  doing  all 
these  things  the  ehureh  pays  hr*  pastor 
every  month  and  pays  all  of  it,'  tP°-  H all 
churches  would  do  this  they  w/uld  get 
along  better  and  at  the  same  Time  they 
would  loose  their  pastor’s  hands  so  he  would 
get  along  better  and  do  better  work.  So 
many  of  our  pastors’  hands  arc  tied,  and 
they  find  it  impossible  to  do  what  they 
feel  is  their  duty  and  that  which  they  have 
a longing  desire  to  do. 


My  ehureh  here  has  voted  me  a vacation 
of  one  mouth,  which  1 appreciate  very 
much,  and  which  1 f<-el  that  1 very  much 
need

“sought  it  not  by  faith.’  Evidently,  they 
had  not  believed,  for  they  were  "going 
about  to  establish  their  owti  righteousuew, 
not  submitting  themselves  jo  the  righteous- 
ness of  God.”  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the 
law  for  righteousness  to  every  one  that  be- 
lievcth.  So  Israel  had  not  believed  nor  con- 
fessed with  their  mouth,  and  l’aul  in  verse  6 
was  only  telling  what  th*  testimony  and 
condition  of  those  who  do  believe.  So  Bro. 
Nutt  is  very  correct  in  his  application  of 
the  14th  verse. 

Let  me  repeat  that  God  is  sovereign  in  the 
plan  of  salvation,  and  in  thij  means  ordained 
to  make  it  effectual,  and  cjuiuot  save-  a sin- 
ner only  according  to  Hisiplan,  which  was 
wrought  out  by  His  power  according  to  His 
will  through  His  own  wisdom  for  the  praise 
of  His  glory.  And  I eannbt  find  lli*  route 
to  the  besthen  without  the  written  or 
preached  word,  but  without  the  Spirit  at- 
tending the  word,  there  is  too  quickening  to 
life  without  which  (the  quickening)  there 
can  be  no  repentance  nor  faith.  So  the  plan 
is  all  of  grace  to  the  sinner.  And  inasmuch 
as  there  are  approximately  #34,000,000 
heathen  in  the  world  today,  “the  King’s 
business  requireth  haste.’’

other  denominations. 

Between  1904  anJ  1909  the  amourit  raised 
for  luring  mission  work  has  more  tk|a 
blel.

and  as  he  seemed  about  to  die,  he  received 
baptism  by  affusion,  on  the  bed  where  he 
lay ; if,  indeed,  we  can  say  such  an  one  did 
receive  it.”  But  that  last  clause  shows  that 
Eusebius  doubted  the  genuineness  of  a bap- 
tism like  that.  And  evidently  he  was  not 
alone;  for  nowhere,  for  a long  time,  was  the 
innovation  well  taken  to.  The  change  was 
gradual.  In  the  13th  century  the  Catholics 
began  to  bring  the  innovation  into  some- 
what general  use,  and  yet  in  such  a manner 
as  to  retain  in  their  rituals  the  form  of  im- 
mersion as  the  old  and  better  way.  Finally, 
however,  the  practice  came  into  general 
use,  and  pouring  gave  place  to  sprinkling, 
and  thus  sprinkling  prevailed  over  immer- 
sion as  the  old  and  better  way.  and  the  ex- 
ception became  tlye  rule.  I quote  one  para- 
graph from  the  Edinburg  Encyclopedia,  vol. 
3,  p.  236 : “The  nht  law  of  sprinkling  was 
obtained  in  the  following  manner:  Pope 
Stephen  III.,  being  driven  from  Rome  in 
735,  tied  to  Pepin,  who  a short  time  before 
had  usurped  the  crown  of  France.  While 
there,  the  Monks  of  Cresay  in  Brittany,  ask- 
ed him  whether  in  a case  of  necessity,  bap- 
tism performed  by  pouring  water  on  the 
head  of  an  infant  would  be  lawful.

men  had  finished  their  work  in  their  “I’rof- 
aee  to  the  Reader,”  they  wrote:  “ Wc  have 
avoided  the  scrupulosity  of  the  Puritans, 
who  left  the  old  ecclesiastical  words,:  and 
betook  them  to  other  words,  as  for  exalhplc, 
when  they  put  ‘washing’  foe  ‘baptism, ’ and 
‘congregation’  for  ‘church.’  ” Baptism 
then,  Ive  know,  was  regarded  as  an  j^de- 
siasti(|kl  term,  and  according  to  the  ittiird 
point  of  instructions,  could  not  be  trans- 
lated It  meant  then,  however,  just  whjat  it 
means!  now — immersion.  Instead  of  trans- 
lating the  word,  they  anglicised  it,  and 
kept  It. 

But!  many  there  are  who  teach  that  pour- 
ing Hpd  sprinkling  are  themselves  acts  of 
baptisjm.  When  and  how  did  this  strange 
doctrine  originate!  The  answer  is  this:  It 
originated  among  the  Roman  Cntholi##'in 
the  matter  of  the  baptism  of  the  sick!;  or, 
as  it  *as  later  called,  clinic  baptism. 

Anq  this  baptism  of  the  sick,  itself,  oirigi- 
nated  ip  a dangerous  heresy.  It  originated 
this  way:  The  Catholic  Church  had  s<t  far 
departed  from  the  simplicity  of  the  Impel 
that  the  atoning  blood  of  .Jesus  Christ  had 
largely  been  lost  sight  of,  and  the  ordi- 
nance1 of  baptism  had  been  enthroned  at  the 
one  thing  needful.  The  Catholies  theh,  as 
they  |o  now,  attached  more  importance  to 
hapthon  than  to  the  blood  of  Christ  to  clone 
for  skis.  Herein  is  where  the  doct rifle  of 
baptismal  regeneration  had  its  birth,  j 

And  along  with  this,  ns  a natural  cbnse- 
quenec.  came  the  attendant  practices  of  in- 
fant baptism  nnd  sprinkling.  It  was  Ar- 
gued that  if  baptism  is  so  important,  then 
all  ought  to  be  baptized.  And  it  was  claim- 
ed that  if  unbaptized  grown  folks  weflt  to 
hell,  then  all  the  unbaptized  infants  that 
died,  could  never  see  the  face  of  Ood.  j But 
since  a sick  mnn  upon  his  hed  could  nflt  be 
immersed  easily,  and  since  he  would  b«:  lost 
if  he  died  unhaptized,  it  was.  at  first,  only 
hoped  that  a profusion  of  water  mightjaave 
him.  And  then  they  argued  that  if  a pro- 
fusion of  water  might  save  him,  a smaller 
quantity  would  also  save  him.  And  the  up- 
shot of  their  reasoning  was.  what  you  shave 
often  heard.  “A  thimble-full  is  as  godd  as 
an  ocean-full.”

Yet  pouring,  or  sprink- 
ling, was  only  admitted  in  eaaes  of  necessi- 
ty. It  was  not  till  1311  that  the  legislature, 
in  council  at  Ravenna,  declared  immersion 
or  sprinkling  tojbe  indifferent.” 

That  is  a dear-nut  bit  of  history.  And  it 
is  true  history. 

Charge  sprinkling  nnd  pouring  for  bap- 
tism up  to  the  Catholics.  They  orig  nated 
these  "modes.”

Considerable  pressure  has  been  put  upon 
Rev.  J.  H.  Atkinson  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
ducing him  to  withdraw  his  resignation  as 
paMoi  of  Richmond  Church,  Liverpool.  At 
the  close  of  the  morning  service  la^t  Sunday, 
Mr.  Atkinson  referred  to  a numerously- 
signed  memorial  he  had  received  and  to  va- 
riifiis  ap|H*als  that  hsd  been  made  to  con- 
tinue his  ministry.  Ib  expressed  profound 
thank  fill  ness  for  the  manifestation  of  love 
and  loyalty,  and  ha  appreciation  of  the  g'*n- 
crpus  offer  of  the  church  of  a holiday  to 
thj*  end  of  the  year.  He  declared,  how- 
ever, his  conviction  that  in  the  best  inter- 
est of  the  church  such  a change  jAras  neces- 
sary as  he  had  proposed,  and  therefore  he 
adhered  to"  his  resignation.  After  twenty- 
six  years  of  intimate  fellowship  and  joyful 
service,  the  severance  was  bound  to  be  pain 
fnl,  and  to  none  more  so  than  to  himself. 
M]r.  Atkinson  intends  visiting  China  in  com- 
pany with  his  daughter  in  September.  Hi* 
purpose  is  to  terminate  his  min  stry  at  Rich- 
mond on  the  eve  of  that  visit.  |

An  interesting  property  has  been  sold  by 
Messrs.  C.  C.  & T.  Moore,  in  tint  shape  of 
the  Baptist  Chapel,  Commercial  Street,  E. 
The  building  is  in  the  form  of  a basilica, 
with  a well-detailed  elevation  to  Commer- 
cial Street.  It  was  built  in  1854  by  a branch 
of  the  Baptist  Church  which  dates  back  to 
two  or  three  years  before  the  great  fire  of 
London.  The  property  has  a ground  area 
of  7,350  square  feet,  and  it  was  sold  for 
thirty-three  thousand  dollars  to  the  police 
surveyor. 

Many  of  the  Free  Churches  are  now  hold- 
ing their  annual  conferences  and  many  im- 
portant questions  are  being  discussed.  On 
historic  Nonconformist  grounds  at  Pontar- 
dulais,  about  six  hundred  lay  aqd  ministe- 
rial delegates  drawn  from  all  pans  of  Wales 
and  from  Welsh  Churches  in  London  and 
other  great  English  towns,  are  assembled  in 
attendance  at  the  thirty-eighth  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Welsh  Congregational  Union, 
of  which  the  Rev.  R.  Roberts  is  chairman. 

The  Wesleyan  Methodists  are  in  conven- 
tion at  Lincoln  and  arc  discussing  very 
earnestly  their  church  membership  question. 
At  present,  and  from  the  founding  of  Meth- 
odism those  who  wish  to  be  church  mem- 
bers here  are  required  to  attend  the  week- 
ly meeting  for  Christian  Fellowship  Th  * 
condition,  it  is  urged,  does  not  accord  with 
the  religious  preferences  and  tastes  of  a 
number  of  devout  persons  who  desire  to  be 
recognized  as  church  members  and  arc  eli- 
gible for  office.  The  conference  ha*  spared 
neither  time  nor  money  to  relax  the  law  in 
their  favor,  and  the  suggestion  of  the  com- 
mittee which  reported  to  the  last  eonterenee 
practically  abandoned  the  necessity  for  at- 
tendance at  the  meetings  for  Chridiin  fel- 
lowship, and  urged  attendance  at  a «■  urch 
meeting  as  an  alternative.  This  sugg  Mion 
was  voted  upon  bv  the  synod*  and  th*'  ma- 
jority of  them  d"sapproved  of  it,  and  the 
present  conference  has  refused  to  tske  fur- 
ther action,  expressing  the  conviction  that 
the  possibilities  of  the  class  meeting  arc 
such  that  they  may  be  yet  made  a greater 
blessing.

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vention  at  Plymouth  and  is  preaided  over 
by  the  Rev.  W.  B.  lairk,  the  newly  electei 
president.  In  his  presidential  address  he 
asked  if  the  Church  gave  any  indication  that

Concerning  a Noble  Bapttzt  Enterpri)#.

More  or  less  has  been  mid  in  the  papers 
throughout  the  South  concerning  the  Texas 
Baptist  Memorial  Sanitarium.  It  may  in- 
terest the  brotherhood  to  know  somewhat 
particularly  about  it  The  genesis  of  it  wa* 
after  this  order.  Some  of  the  brethren 
among  them  Dr.  Buckner,  began  to  consider 
the  desirability  of  Bapt  *t*  entering  f-*  mal 
|y  and  strongly  into  the  hearing  wt  k of 
the  gospel  There  was  some  quiet  ta'k  about 
it  in  a small  circle  in  and  about  Dallaa.  In 
the  meantime,  the  great  Dr.  I»renz  of  Aus- 
tria visited  Dallas  and  performed  aome  of 
his  wonderful  bloodless  surgical  operation* 
on  children.  Parenta  brought  their  helples* 
ones  from  afar  for  healing.  The  scene  at 
the  little  hospital  resembled  scenes  described 
in  the  New  Testament;  when  the  airk  crowd- 
ed the  Savior’s  pathway 

At  night,  there  was  a banquet  in  honor  of 
Dr.  Ijorcnz  nnd  Paator  Truett.  in  a stirring 
address,  proposed  a hospital  nun  < atholic 
aa  to  aeet ; but  aa  catholic  a*  human  suffer- 
ing ss  to  spirit.  From  that  hour,  it  was  a 
certainty.  The  hour  of  destiny  had  struck 

A bunch  of  Baptists  acquired  a small  hos- 
pital and  ran  it  snoassrfully  for  a time,  do 
ing  much  good.  But  the  conception  grew 
apace.  We  planned  for  something  like

Of  pure  Greek  architecture,  It  stands  a mas- 
sive pile  of  beauty,  utility  and  indeatrueti- 
bier* ess.  It  lias  everything  known  to  science, 
making  it  serviceable.  Every  room  has  a 
thermometer  to  regulate  the  temperature 
Through  flues  in  every  room.  »ir,  forced 
through  water  in  the  basement,  can  be  car- 
ried fresh  to  every  part  of  the  building  con- 
tinuously. By  every  bed  is  a place  to  at- 
tach a phone  no  that  patient*,  when  It  is 
proper,  can  talk  to  their  loved  ones  all  over 
the  city  and  for  hnndreds  of  miles  away. 
The  floors  are  all  of  ground  marble,  and 
everything  ia  as  sanitary  as  a bath  tub. 
The  entire  roof  is  flat,  and  hi  converted  into 
a roof  garden. 

The  science  building  is  four  stories  45x55. 
It  hi  on  the  same  campus,  blit  faces  on  an- 
other street.  In  this  will  be  rarried  on  all 
the  laboratorv  and  other  scientific  work  of 
the  great  sanitarium.  It  is  proper  to  state 
that  what  doctors  guessed  at  a few  years 


ago  they  learn  now  with  scientific  certainty 
No  great  hospital  rVn  do  its  work  now  with- 
out a Bcientiflc  equipment  But  only  the 
large  institutions  can  afford  them  from  any 

point  of  view. 

T;k*  nurse*'  home  i*  near  the  great  hudd- 
ing  and  i«  designed  a*  a rearing  plaec  for 
the  nurse:  when  off  duty.  All  the  equip- 
ment* for  the  entire  plant  will  be  the  beat 
known  so  that  for  once  the  Baptist*  *r# 
diat  netly  in  the  lead  and  are  likely  to  ba, 
for  a great  aeet  ion,  indefinitely.

Related  Interest* i A great  Sanitarium 
must  have  a nurse*’  training  school  to  sup- 
ply nurses  for  ita  own  aenriee.  Sueh  a 
school  will  be  conducted  by  the  Texaa  Bap- \ 
tist  Memorial  Sanitarium.  In  no  large, 
comprehensive  humanitarmm  scheme,  can 
the  trained  nurse  be  left  out  in  thrwo  latter 
day*  The  trained  nurae  ia  next  to  the  doc- 
tor. when*  life  hang*  by  a thread  She  i*  a 
skilled  professional  woman  whom*  service# 
are  coming  into  demand  more  and  more. 

She  earn*  snd  receive*  a fine  salary,  thia 
nurse  does.  Beside*,  she  i*  an  ever  enlarging  . 1 
factor  in  missionary  work  at  home  and 
abroad.
